R PRIESTLEY is now about fifty-three years of age} 
D the greareft part of which time he has fpent in a very 
extraordinary attention te literary and 
He-was bred a Diffeater, and inherited fearcely an other for- 
tune than a tolgzable education, which he did not erioufly ad- 
vance upon fyitem till he was fix or feven and twenty. He 
made a beginning with a fmall grammar fchool in Yorkthire 5 
bur chat not anfwering, he gave it apy and then undertook the 
education of wo young geatlemen on afalary. “This nos being 
a ficuation to his mind, he came to London, formething in the 
ftile of a6 adventurer, but without fuccels. “I'hete he connect- 
ed himfe!f with fome people from Leeds, who recommended 
himfor a° minilter of a chapel at that town. He lived there

upon Divinity. . He was fix or feven-and-thirty years of age 
before he engaged in the branch of nataral philofophy ; bat 
prefeatly made a very rapid progrefs, his publications mecting 
with great attention, By degrees he grew fo celebrated in this 
fine, that the Earlof Shelburne, withing to diftinguith himfclf 
as a patton, engaged him as a man of lerters, ata falary of 
200 |. a-year, and a very good houfe, reat free, at Calne.
